fied oun that score Monday. A deposition 
made by a clerk at the Savoy Hotel, Kansas 
(ity, was read. A photograph, said to be u 
picture of Miss Jessie Gobel, the co-responds 
ent, Was attached ic the aeposition. udge 
Ferris said Monday that he would be 
leased to hear more testimony, particular- 
y as to the character of the plaintiff. 
After this statement court adjourned. 
Mr. Jackson—he will be calied ‘‘mister’’ 
hereafter to avoid confusion of titles—Mr. 
Jackson appeared in court Tuesday morn- 
ing wearing a cutaway sack sult and an 
air of agitation. He nervously mopped per- 
spiration from his face and head, and 
cieared his volce preparatory to entering 
into the case. Judge Ferris asked whether 
Mr. Jackson was prepared to proceed. 
“If it please the court, your honor, I 
should like to have this case continued to 
the October term. I am unable to have my 
witnesses present to-day.” 
This request was a surpr'se, in view of 
Mr. Jackson's statement Monday that he 
could place a Lieut. Harrison of the regu- 
lar army, and others on the stand to prove 
the good character of Margaret Bourgeols. 
“Refore we proceed with the case,” said 
Judge Ferris, “the court would like to be 
satisfied that you have a right to practice 
in this court, Mr. Jackson. 
Mr. Jackson hastened to state that he 
was ¢ licensed attorney, and had been ad- 
mitteu to the bar at Kansas City He said 
he had inquired of an attorney when he 
came to St. Loulis, and nad been informed 
that he was not required to gmake formal 
application for admission to the St. Louis 


ar. 
Judge Ferris said it was customary for 
attorneys coming to St. Louis to introduce 
themselves by being enrolled at the bar.

I met him 
at Seventh and St. Charles streets about 
4 o'clock in the afternoon. He was alone. 
We went to the Grand Leader. We took 
an Easton avenue car and stopped for an 
hour at Marr’s saloon until after 6 o'clock. 
Then we took a walk. I was with him 
until 2 o’clock in the morning. We did not 
take a carriage ride at all on that day. 

On cross examination by Mr. Eggers wit- 
ness said he was in no business. efendant 
had had a few drinks, but did not seem in- 
toxicated. On the time witness and de- 
fendant were together in February they 
went to the Savoy bar on Olive street and 
took several drinks. Defendant talked 
calmly after witness told him he did not 
want to hear any more about his domestic 
troubles.

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Official proof has been obtained that the 
sprinkling contractors of St. Louis City 
do not sprinkle, and that the sprinkling 
inspectors do not inspect.

quately inspected, for the first time since 
the city began doing its own sprinkiing. 
The work was done by the police. 

A few days ago Mr. Harry Hawes, vice- 
president of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, who had become convinced that 
the property owners did not get the sprink- 
ling they paid for; that the inspection sys- 
tem was a farce, and that therefore the 
city’s money was being wasted, directed 
Chief Campbell to have an inspection made. 

The chief gave the necessary orders to 
the captains of the districts. Friday, Sat- 
urday and Sunday every patrolman made 
a thorough inspection of the streets on his 
beat. 

They made their reports to their Captains, 
These were duly compiled and Monday 
they were sent to Chief Campbell and by 
him turned over to Mr. Hawes. 

They showed that during those three days, 


with the thermometer around and above 9 
degrees, 10% streets were not sprinkled 


at all. 
During Friday, Saturday and. Sunday, 


June 23, 24 and 25, there was no rainfall ex- 
cept between the hours of 3:22 p. m. and 3M8 
p. m. on Friday, and between the hours of 
9:35 p. m. Friday and 3:10 a. m. Saturday, 
when the precipitation was only .36 of an 
inch. As there had been no rainfall for sev- 
eral days before, this was not sufficient to 
render sprinkling unnecessary the ensuing 
day.

that the crew were picked up by one or 
the other of the southbound steamships. 

The City of Macon went close to the 

- Pawnee. Her stern lights were burning, 
indicating that the fire started in the night. 
There was a quiet sea on all the time. 


The Pawnee, in command of Capt. Igram, 
left Brunswick on Friday and Charleston 
on Saturday for Boston, laden with lumber 
and general cargo. The Pawnee was a 
freight steamer and had a crew of about 
thirty-ftur men but no passengers. The 
Vesse] was valued at $100,000, fully insured. 

It is possible that the crew escaped in 
boats and may be heard from s00n at some 
point on the coast.

AND BLAKE HELD ON 


CHARGES OF SWINDLING.

Hamilton’s Pathetic Story of His 
Wife’s Death and the 6-Year- 
Girl Who Is Now in His 
Keeping. 


United States Commissioner Gray has set 
the hearing of John W. Hamilton and 
J. W. Blake, charged with using the mails 
in a conspiracy to defraud, for Thursday 
morning at 10 o'clock, and fixed the bonds 
at $800 each, 

They were unable to give bond and were 
remanded to jall. 

Hamilton was in a pitiable condition 
while before Commissioner Gray. He is 
addicted to the use of morphine at the 
rate of a grain every three hours; and his 
allowance was shut off when he was ar- 
rested at 10 o’clock Monday morning. Since 
then he has had a varied and straining ex- 
perience, calovlated to throw even gq nor- 


mal man of hie nerve, He-spent-part of 
the time in the holiovér, whith was not 
uleting to his.nerves, .but..worse than 
that, a large part of the time he was un- 
dergoing the process of “‘sweating’’ by city 
detectives, Pcetoffice inspectors and news- 
paper reporters. 

The result was that by Tuesday  murn- 
ing when he was taken from. the holdover 
to go before Commissioner Gray, with his 
companion, Biake, he was in a state bor- 
dering on collapse. 

When given a seat in Commissioner 
Gray's office, his head fel! forward to the 
desk and his whole frame trembled as 
though he had a chill, Commissioneer Gray 
noticed his condition and asked some ques- 
tions which brought out rather a pathetic 
story from the tall man with the side 
whiskers. 

Hamilton sald his wife died two years ago, 
leaving three small children. Two of these 
had been sent to live with relatives, and 
one, a girl 6 years old, had remained with 
her father. After his wife died he said he 
was afflicted with rheumai:sm and to ease 
the pain took morphine. He became a slave 
to the habit and had continued so, taking 
eight grains a day regularly. 

His arrest and imprisonment caught him 
without any of the drug, and he said he had 
suffered the ‘“‘tortures of the damned’”’ 
because of his deprivation. 

He seemed to take little interest !n the 
roceedings before Commissioner Gray, 
ut continued to moan and utter incoherent 
ejaculations, many of which were half- 
Fesmen prayers for relief from his suffer- 
ng. 

Hie seemed to be greatly worried, too, 
over the safety of Lis lit:le girl, who was 
left at his lodgings, 138 Washington ave- 
nue, when he was taken away by the offi- 


cers. 
Atter the ocecsnae before the commlis- 
sioner were conciud Hamilton was taken 
to the dispensary on the way. to the jail 
and his suffering relleved by a dose of 
morphine. While he is in the jail he will 
be allowed a sufficieent quantity of the 
drug, under the direction of a physician, 
to ke from collapse. 

Hamiiton and Biake are believed by the 
“slice and the pretoffice inspectors .o be 
members of the gat. of swindlers headed 

' King. who is now under sentence cf 
three years for a swind ing escheme. 

The arrest was made by Detective Wulon, 
under instructions from Chief Desmond 
Desmond had sent Gulion out to look for 
a swindler, whom he suspected te be work- 
ing in St. Louis. A newspaper advertise- 
ment gave him his clew, and he answered 
it. Saturday Guion received an invitation 
to call, signed by John W. Hamilton, . Guion 
went to 1208 ashington Avenue and n.et 
Hamilton, who told him he was president 
of the International Supply and Manufac: 
turing Company, with offices In the Pos- 
zoni building. He wanted Guion to Invest 
$500 and introduced him to his partner, J. 
W. Blake. They showed Guton. how he 
could realize $12 and a salary of $75 a 
month in six months. They would not tell 
where their factory was located. He car- 
ried on negotiations until Monday, when, 
after a consultation with Postoffice’ In- 
spector Dice it was decided té make the 
arrest. Monday, while Guion was talking 
with Hamllton, Detective Dowdall and 
Postoftice Inapector McKee walked 
Guion went to the offices:of the men and 
arrested Blake. 

A search of their rooms revealed a mass 
of correspondence which the officers say 
will cause surprising developments when 
they are made — 

They have information showing that 
Hamilton and Blake have been operating 
10 years. Blake was arrested once before 
but escaped conviction. A telegram from 
Cuba, Mo., says Hamilton operated there.

WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY IN 


THE CONTROVERSY. 


OPPOSED TO ELECTRIC BELT. 


Prominent St. Louis Men Protest 
Against Action of the County 
Court. 


The fight between the promoters of the 
two proposed rival belt lines to encircle the 
city of St. Louis has caused a whirl of 
excitement among the public men of St. 
Louis and St. Louls County. It is atopic 
of great importance to manufacturers, 
shippers and to those engaged in almost 
all Kinds of business.in the city and ad- 
joining territory. The new Washington 
University, which it is proposed to build in 


St. Louis County, is now placed in a posi- 
tion where it does not know what steps it 
will take. 

Attorney Charles Nagel, who represents 
the interests of the University, was among 
the many to go to Clayton Monday to pro- 
test against the Court’s action in granting 
the franchise to the electric belt people. 
He stated Tuesday that unless the Court 
rescinded ‘its action the University might 
have to abandon its site. He said that if 
the, electric line should run through the 
University campus it would spoil all the 
pre-armaaged Plans and the grounds would 
e of no service, as it was the desire of 
the University people to get away from 
the city and the street car lines. 

If the Court stands by its action in grant- 
ing the franchise the University will pro- 
ably select another site, notwithstanding 
that thousands of dollars have been ex- 
pended on the present grounds and the 
work of building was about to begin in a 
few days. Nothing will be done now until 
the belt line fight is settled. 

Many prominent citizens of St. Louis are 
Interested in the fight. Nort one of the pro- 
moters of the steam belt lI'ne knew that a 
franch!se had been asked for the construc- 
tion of an electric belt, although the applli- 
cation for the latter is said to have been 
made in the County Court at Clayton, June 
5, while that of the steam belt line promo- 
ters was made June 19. 

Besides those interested in the construc- 
tion of the steam belt line, many of the 
property owners of St. Louis County have 
entered vigorous remonstrances against 
the action of the court in granting the 
franchise. Among them are Judge J. B. 
Greensfelder, Thomas H. Skinner, James P. 
Dawson, F. W. Rauchenstein and Bernard 
Greensfelder. 

Mayor Fleming of Webster Groves. L._R. 
Blackman, ex-Mayor Walbridge, John C., 
Wilkinson, N. D. Thompson and Lewis D. 
Post are among the promotors of the steam 
belt who appeared before the court to re- 
monstrate aga‘nst fits action. 

James C. Jones, Aikman Welch and 
Harry C. Wagoner of St. Louls, who are 
the principal promotors of the electric belt 
line, claim that there is nothing irregular 
in their application for a franchise, and 
will probably demand that the court abide 
by its action of last Saturday. In this in- 
stance the fight will only have begun, and 
the matter will be taken to a higher court 
and all of the proposed new enterprises. 
including the Washington University, will 
have to await the result. 

James P. Dawson. president of the Brent- 
wood & Clayton Railroad, is among the 
most vigorous remonstrators against the 
proposed electric belt. He cla‘ms that the 
road will parallel his line, which, he says, 
wlll be built this season. 

The principal objection of the promotors 
of the steam line to the court's action is 
that under the terms of the franchise the 


‘company, under section 2 of the State law. 


will have the r'‘ght to incorporate to use 
either electricity or steam.

We made a line of deep- sea sound- 
ings from Cape Horn to South Shetland Is- 
lands, From the South Shetlands we went 
across Barsfield Strait. We entered Hughes’ 
Gulf, which we found to be a very large 
etrait, comparable to the Strait of Ma- 
gellan. This strait opens into the Pacific. 
There we spent two weeks surveying new 
land, makiug some 2 debarkments. We 
made a very complete collection of fauna 
and flora. hese we bring home and they 
wij! go to the museum at Sereneele. 

From Hughes’ Gulf we passed out into 
the Pacific along the western border of 
Graham Lands, entered the main body of 
the Antarctic ice about the 69th parallel!

New Discoveries in Alaskan Islands

SEATTLE, Wash., June 27.—The latest 
advices from the newly discovered gold 
flelds at Cape Nome, Alaska, are contained 
in a letter from Maj. E. 8. Ingraham of 
Seattle, who writes under date of Feb. 2, 
1899. Maj. Ingraham is the leader of a pariy 
of 14, fitted out by Pr.nce Luigi of Italy 
and local business men. Maj. Ingraham 
writes:

OHICAGO, June 27.—The American Tin 
Plate Co., which, barring four mille, has 
a monopoly of the tin plate manufacturing 
interests of the United States, is facing 


the result of which will 
close all its mills. Twenty-five thousand 
skilled workmen and 15,000 laborers are 
likely to be involved. 

President Theodore Shaffer and Secre- 
tary John Williams, with a committee of 


the Amalgamated Association of Iron and 
Steel Workers, were in Chicago from Tues- 
day to Saturday night of iast week, in 
daily conference with the officials of the 
American Tin Plate Co., in the Marquette 
‘pbuilding, The committee is now back in 
Pittsburg, and notice of a general strike 
to begin Friday ntght has been issued. 
While the officials of the company in Chi- 
cago deny there is any ill feeling resulting 
from the failure to agree over the scaie, 
it was admitted that the company's mills 
are to be shut down. It was also practi- 
cally admitted at the company’s offices thgt 
the shutdown would continue until the 
Wage scale was agreed to by both sides. 

Second Vice-President W. T. Graham 
of the Tin Plate Company represented the 
company in conference with the workmen. 
The committee and the tin plate trust of- 
ficials kept the fact of the differences se- 
cret, and it was not until notice of the 
closing down of the mile was posted in 
Pittsburg that the news reached Chicago. 
Mr. Graham, speaking for the company, 
denied there was any feeling between the 
Amalgamated Assoctation and the officials 
over the wage scale. 

“The committee came here under instruc- 
tions to ask for a 2 per cent increase, and, 
as we understand it, they had no authority 
to accept anything else,” he said. “The 
members of the committee were here sev- 
eral days. We submitted a compromise 
proposition, but the committee said they 
had no authority to accept it, and asked to 
submit it to the different unions. Our prop- 
osition was for an advance equivalent to 
that paid by the manufacturers of iron and 
steel sheets, approximately 11 per cent. 

“As the contract with the association 
lasted only until June 30, there was nothing 
left for us to do but shut down until the 
company’s proposition had been submitted 
to the various unions'of the Amalgamated

BIRMINGHAM, June 27.—‘It is errone- 
ous to say the British Government wants 
war, but it is equally erroneous to say

that it has put its hand to the plow,” wae 
the declaration of Joseph Chamberlain, 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, ad- 
dressing the Uniofists of this city and re- 
viewing the Tranévaal question, last night. 

In the course of his speech he said that, 
owing to the enormous military prepara- 
tions of the Government of the South Af- 
rican Republic, Great Britain had been 
compelled to increase the British garrison 
in Cape Colony and Natal, entailing addi- 
tional expenditure’of £500,000 annually. 

The Government, he sald, accepted full 
responsibility for the actions of Sir Al- 
fred Milner, British High Commissioner for 
South Africa. As for the counter propos- 
als of Mr. Kruger, they did not conetitute 
even a fair installment of reform. 

“The way the British subject is treated 
in the Transvaal,” said Mr. Chamberiain, 

“is not a menace to them all, but inter- 
ferea with our prestige among the natives, 
who now regard the Boers and not the 
British as tthe paramount power. 

**‘Besides the breaches of the London con- 
vention, the Transvaal is flagrantly vio- 
lating the equality that convention wae in- 
tended to secure. 

“Its miszgovernment is a festering sore, 
poisoning the whole atmosphere of South 
Africa. Four times since independence 
was granted we have been on the verge of 
war with the Transvaal. 

“We hope the efforts that are now be- 
ing made will lead to an amicable ar- 
rangement, for Great Britain only desires 
justice, but there comes a time when pa- 
tience can hardly be distinguished from 
weakness, and when moral pressure be- 
comes a farce, that cannot be continued 
without lose of self-respect.’ 

The speech was warmly applauded and a

Prosecution of a Negro Urchin Has 
Caused Hard Feelings Between

The boy is polite and is a great tavorite 
in the aristocratic neighborhood. He car- 
ries messages to the belles of Cabanne tell- 
ing them that some one wants them at 
the Arcade telephone and they all know 
‘Little Willie.’’ 

The grocer has a handsome home on 
Maple avenue. In March somebody took 
awuy a lot of his tulips and hyacinths. 
He accused Willie of doing it and got a 
police summons against him. Druggist 
Suppiger and the Cabanneites thought the 
grocer was too severe and through their 
influence the case in the police court was 


dismissed. 

This angered Mr. Brennan and he ob- 
tained a State warrant charging Willie 
with petit larceny. Mr. Brennan claimed 
that this little negro had given the flowers 
to the pretty proprietress of the Arcade 

bakery. This lady evaded the service of 
the Deputy Sheriffs who were armed with 
subpenaes for her. She finally left the 
city. The case was continued several times 
and Monday when Mr. Brennan could not 
produce enough witnesses to convict the 
case was nolle prossed. 

But before Willie had got away from the 
Four Courts he was arrested on another 
warrant. This ‘time he is charged with the 
wilful and malicious destruction of flowers.

was created by persistent effort of Wilkin. 
son, who charged them with having shel- 
tered Pattison, the slayer of ¢ onstable 
Rhodes, and with having in purpose the 
| betrayal of members of the mob who were 
engaged in moonshining. 

Each of the Humphreys was taken from 
his home by force, the mob being masked. 
and guards were left at each place to pre- 
vent the women orchildren from spreading 
an alarm. 

The defense will in each case be an alibi. 
and 150 witnesses have already been sum- 
moned for this purpose.

These are but samples of many letters 
written by the volunteers and published in 
their home papers in the State, and they 
show conclusively that the privates do not 
share with Corbin and Otis the apprehen- 
sion that modern weapons would be dan- 
gerous or useless in their hands.

HAY HANG HER OWN SON

The 
family objected to this arrangement and 
considerable suspicion was directed toward 
them at the time of the crime, but Newton 
Johnson, an admirer of the girl, was ar- 
rested.

Alger’s Wicked Partner Will 
Cause Him Trouble. 


THE SECRETARY'S BLUNDER. 


ALLIANCE THAT WILL PUT HIM 
OUT OF THE CABINET. 


The President’s Friends Say That the 
War Secretary Must Share Respon- 
sibility for Pingree’s Attacks 
on the Administration. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—Members of his 
own party, who dislike Alger, and there 
are many of them in Washington, say that 
Pingree’s alliance with the War Secretary 
is merely another illustre ‘on of the Michi- 
gan Governor's love for small potatoes, 

It is apparent now that Alger made a 
serious blunder when he stated, on his re- 
turn from Detroit, that Pingree was for 
McKinley first, last and all the time, 

This statement gave Pingree an oppor- 
tunity, of which he at once availed himself, 
to open another battery on the President 
and Mark Hanna. Pingree's statement of 
his political relations with the Administra- 
tion and Secretary Alger revives the feel- 
ing that the President will be forced to 
throw his war minister overboard. Alger's 
political partnership with Pingree makes 
him, in seme degree at least, responsible 
for any political declaration Pingree may 
make. 

Alger desires to be Senator from Michigan 
to succeed McMillan, whose term expires in 
191. The latter apparentiy did not care to 
be a candidate again and was willing at one 
time to step aside in favor of Alger. But 
the Administration seemingly was apprehen- 
sive of Alger’s coquettings with Pingree and 
fearful that he would not make a sufficient- 
ly strong effort to hold the Michigan dele- 
gation for McKinley. Consequently Sena- 
tor McMillan announced himeseif as a cai.- 
didate for re-election, in order, supposedly, 
to be In a position to make @ stronger figat 
for a McKinley delegation trom Mich.gan, 
Alger had no choice in the matter, but to 
concede McMillan'’s success or to form ah 
alliance with Pingree.

The Captain Read the Wrong Entry on 
the Ship’s Log and Was Misled. 
LONDON, June 27.—The Paris disaster 

turns out to be a simple matter. On leav- 

ing Cherbourg Capt. Watkins entered the 


departure in the log: 6:35 p. m., using a 
pencil. The next entry was “passing cask- 
ets, 7:3." The course steered was almost 
due west, in order to make L’‘zgard Light. 
So as to go through the passage between 
Cornwall and the islands the usual prac- 
tice is, if the Lizard Light Is not made at a 
certain time to change tne course to the 
south and go clear of the island, On this 
occasion this was Impossibie, as owing to 
the misty night they could not see the Ed- 
dystone Light. 

“The captain consulted the log when 
about opposite Eddystone. He mistook the 
entry, and read the time of leaving Cher- 
bourg as 7:35, the time of passing cakets, 
instead of 6:35, the real time of leaving 
Cherbourg. Consequently the captain 
judged himself about 17 miles farther from 
the Cornwall coast than he really was, 
and delayed changing the course by one 
hour, just sufficient to run the Par's right 
on the coast.”’

PATRICK’S PARISHIONERS 
UNEXPECTEDLY ATTACKED. 


ST. 


CALLED “A DEGENERATE SET.” 


Rev. Father Gough of Belleville Sup- 
ports Bishop Janssen and De- 
nounces the East Side Church. 


The parishioners of St. Patrick's Church, 
Bast St. Louis, are attacked from a new 
and unexpected quarter. A priest of their 
own nationality denounces them and calls 
them un-American, unpatriotic, un-Chris- 
tian, ‘‘an unprincipled, degenerate set.’’ He 
declares thut they are in an anarchistic 
state and that there is a total absenve of 
all respect, order and decency. 

The priest who thus denounées his East 
St. Louis brethren is Rev. James Gough, 
rector of St. Luke's English Catholic 


Church at Belleville, 

Rev. Gough epoke Sunday on the sub- 
ject: “Avoiding scandal."”” He warned hig 
hearers not to side with the peopie of St. 
Patrick’s Church and enjoined them ‘to 
respect and uphold the authority of the 
bishop. In part he said: 

‘‘In my opinion the pretensions of the 
Rast St. Louis Catholics of St. Patrick's 


congregation to accept none other but an 
Irisn priest are un-American, non-Catho- 
lic and not in the spirit of our holy church, 

‘The Irish Catholics when persecuted dur- 
ing the Hiizabethan and Cromweilion pe- 
riods of isngiish hisviory hid their priests in 


the caverns of the earth, fought for them 


and gave up their lives to protect them, 
Many of these priests were Spaniards, Bng- 
lish, French and some Germans, 

“Irish Catholics are ae progressivoe, 
and they show little nationalism, especially 
in spiritual matters, and | am gorry io con- 
fess that the Bast St. Louls Cathutics of 
St. Patrick's are a degenerate set, who 
have brought the blush of shame to the 
Catholics of America. 

‘They began their strife against kplsco- 
pal authority by maligning the chree Irvet- 
American priests first in line of succes- 
sion to the rectorship of St. Patrica a. 
These gentlemen were forced, owt of re- 
spect to themselves, to declare empliatical- 
ly to the Bishop that they would not ac- 
cept the position as rector of that church. 
The contention from the beginning hase 
been that they would have none But a 
young priest lately from Ireland (an un- 
naturalized British citizen and an ardent 
admirer of British Institutions) rector. 
The contention that they wanted none but 
an Irish priest is to one knowing all the 
facts ridiculous. 

“I am personally convinced that no na- 
tlonalism entered into the appointment o! 
the Vicar-General as rector. he demande 
of the priests of the dlocese in Beileviile 
have made it necessary to establish ihe 
Vicar-General in East St. uls to en- 
able that gentleman to attend to the duties 
of his office as next authority to the Bishop.

Twenty-nine 
locomotives and 160 coaches were employed 
in this service.

Ketween Kandolph street and Homewood, be- 
tween Kandolph street and Kensingtun, between 
Randolph street and Blue Island, vetween Ran- 
dolph street and Grand Crossing, between Ran- 
Golph street and South Chicago, between Hap- 
dolph street and Sixty-third street. 

All general traffic was handled by these 
trains, gathering the passengers from loca!

The World's Fair Express train service 
was operat] only between Van Buren 
street and tne Worid's Fair Terminal Sta- 
tlon, a distance of 8% miles, with inter- 
mediate stops at Sixt.eth street. the Mid- 
way (6.66 miles), and Sixty- third, (7.07 
mises), to discharge and receive passengers.

movement of a lever in the hands of a 
guard when standing either on the station 
platform or on the roof of the car. 

Forty-one locomotives and 300 cars in the 
aggregate were used as the maximum in 
this branch of the train service. The trains 
were made up generally of eight cars, and 
the trip in each direction occupied time as 
follows:

During the fair there were handled on the 
World's .Fair express trains 8,779,173 pas- 
sengers, and upon the regular suburban 
trains 9,637,626 passengers, a total during 
the six months of the fair of 18,416,799 pas- 
eengers. (Figure these at 10 cents apiece 
and see who paid for the track elevation 
and how the road made money out of it!) 


Great Crowds Handled. 


The greatest number of passengers han- 
dled in any one day was on Oct. 9, which 
was known as Chicago Day, whe be- 
tween the hours of 7 a. m. and 11:3 §, m., 
509,000 passengers were handled in the ag- 
gregate by the suburban and the World's 
Fair service combined. To handle this 
business, the railroad ueed 8) locomotives 
and 610 cars, operating the trains at inter- 
vals of W seconds and 2 minutes, during 
the busiest part of the day; throughout 
the balance of the time, at intervals of 5 
minutes. 

Some records were kept showing the rap- 
idity of loading trains and discharging pas- 
sengera from World's Fair express cars. 
These tests show that a train of eight cars 
was unloaded in 11 seconds after coming 
to a full stop, and a train of the same num- 
ber of cars was loaded in 10 seconds after a 
dead stop. These records were taken with- 
Out preparation to give either the loading 
or the unloading unusual dispatch, the in- 
tention being to show the results of this 
method of handling the service under or- 
dinary conditicns 

All train movements were governed by 
automatic electric block signals, .spacin 
trains at such distances that stopa coul 
be made by following trains if any preced- 
ing trains etcpped. 

It ia a matter worthy of record, and 
much to the credit of the Illinois Central 
officers and employes,that of the vaet bus!- 
ness handled during the Chicago Fair, as 
indicated by the figures given, no pas- 
sengers were injured through neglect 
the part of the company, and the 
record of any injuries sustained by 
Sengere at all is in the case of two who 
Sustained slight injury in attempting to 
board cars before trains had comé to a 
full stop at the station platform. 

The lesson St. Louis can draw from this 
iz obvious But work on securing adce- 
guate transportation facilities must begin 
the day the World's Fair eite is selected. 
And in anticipation of that, work on rais- 
ing a few tracks in St. Louis should be- 
gin to-day. Then they would be ready in 
1903, and incidentally good would be done 
to the city, the public and the roads them- 
Selves.

JUDGE BASHAW 
HOWS JESTER 


St. Louis Attorney Was Al- 
leged Murderer’s Counsel. 


DEFENDED HIM 28 YEARS AGO. 


THINKS IT WILL BE IMPOSSIBLE 
TO CONVICT. 


Important Witnesses Are Not Dead, 
but the Evidence Is Wholly Cir- 
cumstantial and Then the 
Body of Gates Was 
Never Found. 


Judge T. A. Bashaw, the well-known §St. 
Louis attorney, was counsel.for Alex. 
Jester when the latter was under indict- 
ment for the murder of Gilbert Gaies in 
Monroe County, Mo., in 1871. Judge Bash- 
aw remembers the incidents of the case 
clearly, and would be able to identify the 
man under arrest In Oklahoma, who claims 
be William A. Hill, if he is reaily hie 
client of 28 years ago. ; 

“I do not expect a conviction if Jester 
is now brought to trial, " sall Judge Bash- 
aw to-day. 

“In my opinion it would not have been 
possible to convict hbLn in 1871. I1 have 
yet an abstract of the testimony taken at 
Jester’s preliminary examination before 
Judge James Speed, in Paris, Monroe Coun- 
ty, In which county the killing is charged 
to have been done. That examination was 
had after a most thorough search for testl- 
mony made by as earnest and efficient 
officials as any county ever had, aided by 
experienced detectives and hundreds of cit- 
izens, all under the direction and supervis- 
ion of ‘Hon. A. M. Alexander, an able and 
energetic prosecutor. 

“There was no want of funds with which 
to push the investigation. Mr. Gates, fath.- 
er of Gilbert, wae on the ground, thorough- 
ly persuadefi that he had'the right man, 
and backed by well-nigh the entire com- 
munity. And after all this effort there 
was no proof that the young man had been 
killed except the bare fact of his disap- 
pearance. 

“The witnesses are not all dead. In fact, 
about all those who swore to the leading 
facts against Jester are yet living. 

‘The case, if ever tried, will be a most 
interesting one to members of the pro- 
fession interested inf the law of circumstan- 
tial evidence. The legal questions involved 
lie along lines where great effort has been 
made, and with some success, to modify 
the old rule as to strict proof of the corpus 
delicl and as to what may be taken“ as 
competent and satisfactory proof theredf.’
